THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF PSYCHOLOGY AT MUNICH. 

The next International Congress of Psychologists will be held on August 4th 
to 7th, 1896, in Munich. All persons desirous of promoting psychological research 
are invited to take part in the meetings of the Congress which may be done by send- 
ing the name of the paper or address to be read, before the 15th of May, 1896, and 
by paying the subscription of fifteen shillings. Papers may be read in German, 
French, English, or Italian, and are limited to twenty minutes. The programme 
of work consists (1) of psycho-physiology, conducted by Professor Riidinger and 
Graetz, and Dr. Cremer ; (2) of the psychology of the normal individual, conducted 
by Professor Lipps, Dr. Cornelius, and Dr. Weinmann ; (3) of psycho-pathology 
conducted by Professor Grashey, Dr. Schrenck-Notzing, and Mr. Parish ; and (4) 
of comparative psychology, conducted by Professor Ranke, Dr. Hirth, and Dr.
